Tha ohlaf purpose- of tha trip Is to lnvoatigato possible aitas an 
Idoatlty (l) from which KMBjjmnal donld oporata whllo at aaadtor la protoatad 
waters* If erueh a site la available it has boss agreed to enquire It «o a 
baao to provide shelter for FMHyanal during the period of heavy waathar whleh 
in thasa waters aeta in approximately 15 November, During this period, accord- 
lag to these who have seme experience with SHflymnal in heavy weather, it will bo 
virtually Impossible to operate regularly. The further purpose of the preliminary 
cruise la to investigate the limitations to M3yanal*s freedom of aavaaant la* 
posed by the proaenoo of Identity (2) *s of LGflake origin and maintained regularly 
by the LCflake Identity ($).
